Election Reform Bill Passed

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Senate passed 87 to 0 yesterday 
a bill designed to bring full 
public disclosure on all cam- 
paign contributions ^presiden- 
tial and congressional elec- 
tions. 


It would knock out the present 


campaign spending limitations, 
long considered outmoded. But 
it would seek to make effecti-ve 
the $5,000 limit on gifts that one 
individual can give to any one 
candidate by outlawing evasive 
methods now considered legal. 


The Senate rejected by a nar- 


row 46-42 vote an effort to tie 
into the measure a requirement 
that all members of Congress 
and candidates for those off ices 
disclose 
publicly 
all 
their 


sources of Income, assets and 
liabilities. 


Senate Republican Leader Ev- 


erett M. Dirksen of Illinois de- 
clared before the vote that the 
proposal 
by Sen. Joseph S. 


Clark, D-Pa., is "an imperti- 
nence and outrage that ought to 
be roundly defeated." 


There 
were several 
vote 


switches on Clark's proposal as 
the roll call progressed slowly. 
It ended up supported by 29 
Democrats and 13 Republicans 
and opposed by 24 Democrats 
and 22 Republicans. This is the 
fourth 
time the Senate has 


passed a similar election re- 
form measure in recent years. 
The previous three died in the 
House, but supporters say they 
are confident of better chances 
there this year. 


The legislation, similar to that 


proposed by President Johnson 
May 24, is nowbelne considered 


by the House Administration 
Committee. 


Before passing the bill, the 


Senate stripped from it 79 to 7 
a provision which several mem- 
bers said would make If'arlch 
man's family bill." This provi- 
sion would have exempted from 
the $5,000 contribution limita- 
tion any gift to a candidate by 
his wife, child, grandchild, par- 
ent, grandparents, brother or 
sister. 


The Senate turned down an- 


other Clark amendment 56 to 30. 
It would have required that the 
detailed campaign spending re- 
ports required by the bill be 
filed with the comptroller gen- 
eral. 
The measure provides

co essentially equal the num. 
ber of deaths caused by all In. 
fectlons, auto and other acci. 
dents, diabetes, suicide and 
murder. 


That was the grim picture 


outlined by Dr. R. T. Ravenholt, 
director of the State Depart* 
menlfs Population Service with. 
In the Agency for International 
Development. He reported to 
the World Conference on Smok. 
ing and Health. 


"Cigarette disease is now the 


foremost preventable cause of 
death in the United States," 
Ravenholt said. 


To dramatize his point, he 


listed the excess deaths attrib- 
uted to tobacco through cancer, 
coronary and blood vessel dls. 
ease aad other causes such as 
bronchitis and emphysema. 


The total of such excess 


deaths 
from tobacco totaled 


more than 301,000 in 1966. 


He then listed deaths from all 


infections including tuberculos. 
is, pneumonia and influenza, all 
accidents, diabetes, murder and 
suicide. 
They totaled over 


307,000 In 1966. 


"For tnose men smoking two 


or more packages of cigarettes 


per day, and who regard with 
some complacency their minor 
(10 per cent) risk of dying of 
lung cancer, it should be em. 
phaslzed that their true risk of 
dying of their smoking habit is 
roughly six times greater." he 
said. 


He said there is also evidence 


that cigarette smoking causes 
damage to body cells far from 
the respiratory tract, notably in 
glands, blood vessels and in the 
urinary system. Since, he said, 
it can cause damage so far 
afield, it Is a possibility that it 
can damage the germ cells, the 
egg and sperm. 


Ravenholt said there is recent 


evidence as well indcattng that 
smoking by pregnant women Is 
markedly harmful to the growth 
and development of the embryo 
and fetus in the womb. 


"The extraordinary magni. 


tude and pervasive nature of the 
cigarette disease problem chal. 
lenges every person, truly con. 
cerned with personal and com- 
munity health, to do all he can 
by personal example and as a 
community leader to abate their 
foremost threat to the public 
health," Ravenholt said.

SAIGON — Several 
hundred 


students waited out of the en- 
trance examination for the Uni- 
versity of Saigon medical school 
yesterday to protest what they 
said was the "rigging" of the 
presidential elections. 


Leaders of several student 


organizations have called for a 
march today to the headquar- 
ters of the Constituent Assem- 
bly. 


Antigovernment Buddhists are 


also reported ready to join the 
demonstration. 


Police officials said yester- 


day the march was unauthoriz- 
ed and were prepared to make 
wholesale arrests. 


Yesterday's student protest 


took place at three of the five 
centers where a total of 4.000 
students were taking the exam- 
ination for 300 vacancies in the 
medical school. 


Shortly after the examination 


began, 
Vietnamese sources 


said, organizers of the demon- 
stration arose in the class- 
rooms and began denouncing 
Lt. Gen. Nguyen Van Thieu, 
the present chief of state, and 


Premier Nguyen Cao Ky. 


Other students added their 


voices, apparently by prear- 
rangement, sweeping papers off 
the desks and tearing them up. 
Then the protesters swept out 
of the examination centers. The 
gesture may cost them their 
chance to gain coveted places 
in the medical school. 


Government 
sources were 


cool to the idea advanced by the 
demonstrators that the exam- 
ination be rescheduled after the 
assembly acts on the legality 
of the election.

The new reserve is to 
stand along side gold and the 
UJS. dollar as a top asset for the 
world's central bankers and it is 
designed to be ultimately as 
"good as gold" in the eyes of 
the world's finance ministers. 
The negativism of the weeks 
ahead must not be permitted to 
obscure the fundamental mean, 
ing of what is being done. Spe- 
cifically: 


It means that after four years 


of hard negotiations and' fre- 
quently infuriating vetoes by 
France, ,the leading financial 
powers have agreed upon a basic 
strengthening of the monetary 
system. (The Group of Ten are 
the U.S., Britairij France, West 
Germany, Japan, Italy, Sweden, 
Belgium, the Netherlands and 
Canada.) The extent to which 
these major powers consulted 
and conceded marks a major 
triumph for international finan. 
cial cooperation. In itself, this 
is exceedingly heartening. 


R telegraphs an ultimate re- 


duction in the responsibilities 
Of the U.S. dollar in the fi- 
nancing of world trade and thus, 
a lessening of pressure on our 
dollar and on our dwindling gold 
reserve. 


It assures sufficient credit in 


coming years to finance the free 
world's 
continued economic 


growth. In May, the free world 
completed the greatest round 
of tariff cuts in history and laid 
the foundation for a vast ex- 
pansion of international trade. 


In a world turning back to eco- 
nomic nationalism, these are 
magnificent accomplishments. 
It signals a step toward scrap- 


ping the traditional role of gold 
in world trade and ending the 
reign of gold over international 
exchange. This reform is not 
explosively radical and it will 
not in one stroke transform our 
monetary system (as manyU.S. 
experts wanted.) 
But it will 


provide for a new, acceptable 
paper money to underwrite the 
growth of world trade. It will 
help fill the dangerous gap cre- 
ated by the fact that newly mined 
gold is no longer adding to the 
world's money reserves and 
when the U.S. finally stops 
spending so much more abroad 
than it earns abroad, U.S. dol- 
lars won't be adding to the re- 
serves either. 


It promises to erase the dang- 


er of 
worldwide depression 


caused by a shortage of money 
to finance essential trade. 
It implies a move toward the 


ultimate creation of a single 
world currency. The move is 
small and tentative but the di- 
rection is clear—and that is the 
pivotal point. 


I remember "Bretton Woods" 


in 1944 anu the skepticism about 
whether the monetary system 
born there would survive. The 
system has not onlj survived 
but it has also been a superb 
force behind the free •world's 
prosperity ever since.

there is 1967's reform—and the 
odds are it also will turn out 
an achievement dwarfing most 
imaginations todav.

I'm a dog fancier. My first was

a brown and white nothing who 
followed me home from school 
when I was nine years old. His 
name, naturally, was Brownie. 
My mother did not like dogs and 
threatened to send him to the 
SPCA to be gassed when I was at 
school.

When the SPCA men ar- 


rived, 
Brownie 
didn't have 


brains enough to keep quiet. He 
thought he should protect the 
house from strangers. 


His bark was his last. They 


found him and took him away. At 
3 p.m. I opened the coal bin 
door and I knew. I hitched a 
ride on the back of a truck all 
the way to Johnson Ave. I was 
crying so hard, the man couldn't 
understand my problem. When 
I explained that Brownie was my 
dog and my friend, the man 
snapped his fingers and said: 
"A sort of a beagle? Floppy 
ears? We put him in the gas 
tank ten minutes ago." 
For me, it was a crusher. I 


couldn't eat and my mother pull- 
ed me on her lap and cried with 
me. To make amends, she even 
promised me a dog, but I didn't 
want any. And yet, although I 
never forgot Brownie, he was 
but the first of many, many dogs. 
There were mutts of all kinds, 
smooth-haired 
fox terriers, 


Boston terriers, Dalmatians, 
hounds, a Newfoundland, cocker 
spaniels, English springers, a 
dachshund, and one St. Bernard. 


The St. Bernard, a 180-pound- 


er named Sixtus, barely had the 
strength to stand up, but when 
he did, he ate everything that 
wasn't locked up and he could 
eat a little furniture too.

He was a saloon hunt- 
er.

tion. He loves babies and will 
permit outrages like fingers in 
his ears, biting his tail, or slid- 
ing down his black sides. He 
has never bitten anyone—even 
another dog—but he will bark 
fiercely at a stranger in our 
doorway and "pin" him to the 
spot. In love, he is slow-witted. 
When I got a golden bride for 
him, the best thing Stupid had 
in mind was to get his rubber 
ball and bounce it in front of 
her.

We decided a 
couple of weeks ago that each 
of us would worry about only 
one thing, to the exclusion of 
all other things.

My sister Doris, who is a 


Francophobe, worries exclus. 
ively about Charles de Gaulle. 
She got into a fight with Edith, 
my population-explosion sister, 
the other day because Edith said 
de Gaulle really wasn't worth 
worrying about. But Doris said 
she'd worry about what she darn 
pleased, and she's been very 
anxious ever since de Gaulle's 
trip to Canada.

All this made the Congressman from the Los

Krulak has three sons in the Marine Corps, and 


all 
have seen service in Vietnam. A former 


coxswain of the Annapolis crew, Gen. Krulak 
is the man to watch to become top commander 
of the Marines, unless the Pentagon politicians 
euchre him to one side. 
+

The federal government sup- 


ports low-rent housing efforts 
by insuring local bond issues 
that raise money for construc- 
tion. It also offers subsidies to 
make up the difference between 
income from rents and the com- 
bined cost of operating the hous- 
ing units and retiring the bonds. 


Low-rent housing unils are 


generally apartments assigned 
to families with annual incomes 
of $4,000 or less, for which 
they pay monthly rentals of be- 
tween $40 and $70. 


About 670,000 units are now 


being supported by federal gov- 
eminent at an annual cost of 
about $260 million. 
An in- 


crease of $19-million in this 
figure in the current budget 
would provide for an additional 
60,000 units, but the old pro- 
cessing and priority systems 
would have produced only about 
35,000. 


By throwing its support to 


those units that will be finished 
within 9 months, Weaver said, 
the administration now expects 
to arrange for the occupancy of 
70,000 units in a year, raising 
the number of persons moved 
from 150,000 to 300,000. This 
will not raise the cost of the 
program in the current year, 
but it will require higher an- 
nual subsidies for all support- 
ed units in the fiscal year start- 
ing next July 1. 


The acceleration became pos- 


sible, Weaver said, because of 
the adoption a year ago of the 
so-called "turn-key" system. 
This permits a private builder 
to assemble land and to con- 
struct a low-rent housing pro- 
ject under federal standards 
and to "turn over the key"— 
that is sell the project—to a 
public housing authority when 
finished. 
This procedure has 


been found to be much faster 
than construction by local gov- 
ernments and, in many cases, 
less expensive as well, he said. 


Now that the "turn-key" sys- 


tem has been found useful, the 
Department of Housing and Ur- 
•ban Development has altered 
its regulations to sanction its 
widespread use. 
Most of the 


70,000 units to be prepared In 
the next year will be newly 
constructed. Up to one-fourth 
will be leased or rehabilitated 
units in existing projects.

should be a well thought out and tried out, personalized decision. 


Whatever type you choose should be appropriate for your 


personality and way of life. A heavy oriental perfume, for 
example, would be utterly out of place in an office. 


TRY OUT 


Body chemistries vary. It's absolutely impossible to tell 


how a particular perfume will smell on YOU by sniffing an 
opened bottle or following your friends' inclinations. 


Dab a drop on the inside of each wrist. (Don't attempt to

Svetlana's Story Has 
SparkedControvcrsy 


NEW YORK (AP) - Svetlana 


Alliluyeva shifts the burden of 
guilt for the atrocities commit- 
ted by her father to his top po- 
lice henchman, Lavrenti P. Be- 
ria, in a moving account of life 
in Russia under dictator Joseph. 
Stalin. 
: 


"How could such a thing hap- 


pen? How could ray father do 
it?" she writes in her forth. 
coming book, "Twenty Letters 
io a Friend," after recounting 
how, one by one, her friends and 
family were purged. The first of 
a two-part serialization of the 
book appears in the Sept. 15 is- 
sue of Life magazine. 


"The only thing I know is that 


it could not have been his idea," 
she adds of her father. "But if 
such a skillful flatterer, such as 
Beria, whispered in his ear that 
•these 
people 
are 
against 


you,'that there were 'dangerous 
connections' 
such 
as trips 


abroad, my father was capable 
of believing it." 


On his deathbed, she writes, 


Stalin appeared to curse them 
all. 


, "The 
death agony was ter- 


rible. He literally choked to 
death as we watched. He sud- 
denly opened his eyes and cast 
a glance over everyone in the 
room. It was a terrible glance, 
insane or perhaps angry and 
full of fear. 


"He lifted his left hand as 


though he were : pointing to 
something above and bringing 
down a curse on us all. The ges- 
ture was full of menace, and no 
one could say to whom or to 
what it might be directed," she 
wrote. 


While Svetlana writes of her 


father with a mixture of love, 
hate, pity and fear, she has only 
contempt for Beria.j who headed 
the secret police during much of 
the Stalin era and was executed 
nine months after the premier's 
death in 1953. 


"He (Beria) was a magnifi- 


cent modern specimen of the 
artful courtier, the embodiment 
of Oriental perfidy, flattery and 
hypocrisy who had succeeded in 
confounding even my father, a 
man whom it was ordinarily 
difficult to deceive. 


"A good deal that this mon- 


ster did is now a blot on my fa- 
ther's name and in! a good many 
things they were guilty togeth- 
er. But I have not the slightest 
doubt that Beria used his cun- 


silence around the deathbed was 
shattered by his loud voice, the 
ring of triumph unconcealed, as 
be shouted: 'Khrustalyovl My 
car!' " 


Khrustalyov was the head of 


Stalin's personal group of body- 
guards. 


Though the Soviet leaders 


whose names dot the pages of 
modern Russian history reap- 
pear in her book as friends and 
neighbors, Life quotes Svetlana 
as saying that the book is not 
political history. "This does 
not mean that the political histo- 
ry of the country was unknown 
to me," she told the magazine. 
However,she said she preferred 
to call what she had written 
"lyrical reporting about events 
which I knew myself, about peo- 
ple whom I knew myself." 


In the first part 
of 
her 


recollections-written in 1963 as 
letters to a man Life said she 
would identify only as a scien- 
tist belonging to the world of let- 
ters-Svetlana skips from her 
happy childhood playing in the 
woods of Zhukova to her fa- 
ther's death, from the purge of 
most of her family to her moth- 
er's tragic suicide. 


Of her own life, she urges the 


reader: "Please don't think I 
look on my life as anything spe- 
cial. Most of my generation 
have had much fuller lives than 
I. All my life was spent behind 
the scenes. It's dark behind the 
scenes." 


That was 1963—four years be- 


fore the 42-year-old red-haired 
only daughter of the Russian 
dictator defected to the West. In 
quest of what she called "the 
self-expression that has been 
denied me in Russia," she em- 
barked on a dramatic six- 
weeks, hit-and-skip hegira ac- 
ross three continents that ended 
in New York April 21. 


She said on her arrival here 


that "the publication of my book 
will symbolize for me the main 
purpose of my journey here, the 
freedom of self-expression." 


The official publication of her 


book by Harper & Row is set for 
Oct. 2. Anticipated by some, 
feared by others, it has sparked 
controversy in the United States 
as well as the Soviet Union. 


American historian Arthur 


Schlesinger Jr., fearing a pos- 
sible setback in UJS.-Soviet re- 
lations, urged that publication 
be postponed until after the 50th
